Tbe 
newspapers, at the Instigation of the au- 
thorities, put a bold face on It, to keep 
going and so help to maintain a cheerful 
public spirit But If you get a manager 
Into intimate talk he admits sheer dis- 
may and hopelessness. "Win or lose," 
says he, "we are going to do no business for 
months.''

This leaves 
Hobert Oourtneldga In complete control of 
musical comedy. The music halls are In ns 
bad n slate as the theatres. Many of them,

And tbe first point I want to make is this : 
That Sir. Griffith did not iuvent or originate 
either the "big figure" or the "cut-back'' As 
a matter of tact, the big figure was a feature 
of Blograph work In 1808, when I Joined the 
Iilograpb staff, nave any of tbe real vet- 
erans of the business forgotten that the Blo- 
graph Company produced "Itip Van Winkle" 
with Joseph Jefferson himself In the title 
part in 1800? And is there any doubt bnt 
that the scene of where Mr. Jefferson de- 
livers tho famous toast was the first "close- 
tip ' .' Here arc a few very well known names 
of people who themselves posed In "close-ups" 
In the Blograph studio In the nineties: 
Marshall P. Wilder, Anna Held, Lonev Has- 
kell. Petite Adelaide, Cissy Fttngerald/Knth- 
crlne Ostormnn, Sandow, Cnilkshank, <5rnp- 
wln and Chance, Hire and Cohen. Eva Tan- 
euay. I could list a host of others by re- 
ferring to my old Blograph catalogue. Mr. 
GrlCtn tho discoverer of ■ the "close-up" ?

Why. It wns a tradition and a command in 
the Blograph studio years before be applied 
to me foe a job. 

Now as to the "cut-back." I can name the 
dramatic production In which It was first 
earned in th 6 Blograph studio In tbe same 
sense as It Is used to-day. This was "Tbe 
Fire Fiend," and the title part was played 
by Harold Vosburg, who is one of the leading 
artists in the business to-day. I am sure 
"Vosy" will bear me cut In this, and I am 
cque.ly confident that Sid Olcott and Gene 
Gauntlet will both have a clear recollection 
of It. 

Without detracting one wblt from Mr. 
Griffith's genius, I submit that rather than 
claim to nave Introduced tbe "big figure" 
and the "cufback" to the Blograph studio, 
he should Instead acknowledge his great in- 
debtedness to Blograph traditions and to 
the careful coaching of his camera operators, 
Arthur Marvin and William Bltier. Mr. Grif- 
fith certainly has given us some fine work in 
dramatic interpretation, but when it comes 
to camera work hats off to Arthur Marvin 
nnd "Billy" Bitier. And In acknowledging 
what Mr. Griffith has done In a dramatic 
way. let us not forget the man Who made 
the first dramatic moving picture in America, 
Wallace McOutcbcon, producer of "The 
Moonshiners." 

JUBt one word more: Those of us who 
were in the business years before Mr. Grif- 
fith applied to me for a job and cad not get 
it. will smile at tbe assertion in the McCluro 
rtory that when Mr. Griffith joined the Blo- 
graph Company It was a small and unim- 
portant concern. I suppose some will assert 
next that when Oklahoma joined the Union 
the United States Government was a small 
and unimportant unit among tbe nations of 
thp world. 

I write this on behalf of the "old Blograph 
crowd," with wbom I served my apprcntlce- 
»hlp. I fancy Messrs. Smith and Blackton, 
I<ubin, Sellg and Edison may bare something 
to say along the same Uric.

Owing to the Shplnx-Ilke qualities of the 
Blograph's wondro'js Department of Pub- 
licity (?) the names of the cast, adapter or 
director are not available, hence we must 
keep our readers .'a ignorance, as we shall 
have to. perforce, remain ourselves, regard- 
ing the Identity of the artists and others 
concerned la the visualization of this rather 
conventional drama of the Civil War period. 

The wise film manufacturer of the present 
day seems to be fatly cognizant of the fact 
that a popular motion picture actor or ac tress' 
"name" has a box-office value not to be un- 
derestimated. On the other hand, there are 
still some who feel that the preponderance 
of whatever drawing power a picture may 
possess comes from the "brand" name on the 
subject plcturlzed. 

if the subject happens to be a really great 
play, the latter viewpoint may be justified, 
however, If the play belongs In this excep- 
tional class, the addition of a well known 
cast, or even one picture favorite, surely Is 
en asset that might well be taken advantage 
of. . 

Of course if the producing company feels 
that Its artists are of such secondary fame 
that the flashing at least of the dramatis 
ptr$anae on the screen Is unnecessary, or if, 
on tbe other hand the manufacturer feels 
that his players are such familiar figures to 
the photoplay going public that they will be 
immediately recognized and their names 
readily called to mind, when seen on tbe 
fcreen, possibly his attitude may be easily 
defensible on these grounds. 

The audience at tbe Adelphl didn't seem 
to look at things In this light and were quite 
as much at sea In following the oft time In- 
volved Intangible working of the plot of "A 
Fair Rebel" as th« average legitimate audi- 
ence might be In viewing a dramatic perform- 
ance without the aid of a program. 

The picture opens with a parade of ml'I- 
tary cadets In uniform at the West Point 
Acsdemy, at which place of learning two 
chums are students, and who later, through 
the exigencies of Internal warfare are found 
fighting against each other. 

Naturally, as in the majority of tbe ava- 
lanche of bromldlc military plays based on 
the "great civil conflict" the youth who 
chooses to cast his lot with the Northerners 
falls In love with the sister of his chum, thus 
cresting the ever ready expedient of the 
fight between love and duty. 

There Is a Frenchman who comcB to pro- 
tect the household of the Southerner, whose 
"protection" consists mainly of enforcing his 
unwelcome attentions on the above mentioned 
sister. This Frenchman Is a military chap 
also, belongs to the French army, and seem- 
ingly sleeps in his uniform, In as much as 
be wears it throughout .the picture, except 
when he eaters the Southern army and doffs 
Jt to adorn himself with the uniform of grey. 
Toe character, whoever It was portrayed by, 
was well played. 

The Incessant wearing of the uniform, not 
being In any sense the fault of the player, 
but one necessarily charged up to scenario 
writer and director. 

Little or no technique of tbe screen is 
sbown In the manner scenes were arranged, 
and the majority of the hlg battle scenes 
were photographed so far away from the 
camera that they lose half of their signifi- 
cance and value. 

The story lacks continuity, owing to Its 
poor screen construction, and at times drags 
painfully. A touch of comedy relief is at- 
tempted here and there but only adds to the 
general dullness. . 

The prison scenes, showing alleged views 
or Llbbey Prison, were poor imitations of 
the real thing aa we have come to Imagine 
(t. through the works of numerous descrip- 
tive writers, and the rats, while they help 
to create atmosphere, will cause an unpleas- 
ant shudder on the part of the female por- 
tion of most audiences. 

If these prison scenes, which arc notable 
ror some excellent acting on the part of the 
southerner (Identity unknown) possessed 
inc virtue of good photography, they might 
pe at least convincing. Tae photography, 
jowever. Is vague and Indistinct, and woe- 
'ully lacking In definition. The tinting is 
'ommonplace, the moonlight appearing very 
much as If a greea calcium had been flooded 
on the scene.

One night the old actress for- 
gets her cue, and the leading woman de- 
mands that the apologise or be discharged, 
mat night the old woman discovers the 
leading lady getting ready to elope with the 
manager. 

8he catches the young actress going out 
the door, and forcing her back to the room, 
tells her the story of the manager she has 
coTvn. of how he deserted her and of the 
woman he had wronged. 

Her eyes opened, the girl takes the train 
for New York, while the manager waits In 
vain. 

COMMENT. 

Whoever produced this dramatic Incident 
knew stage life behind the supposedly mys- 
terious scenes, and additionally seems to 
have had rather Intimate knowledge of the 
troupers itinerant career on trains, etc. 

The story of "The Character Woman" 
treats of an episode happening In a small 
"rep" show. 

This episode Is remarkably similar to a 
situation holding somewhat the same essen- 
tials, occurring In the second act of "Peg o' 
My Heart," although It bos been utilized 
several tiroes before the production of either 
photoplay of drama 

Tbe business of drying a handkerchief on 
the mirror which the character woman util- 
izes as a substitute for laundry facilities, 
evidences the ability of the director In cre- 
ating the necessary atmosphere. 

This ability Is apparent several times, 
notably in the wait for tbe early morning 
train on which the troupe travesl to lta 
next stand, and also In tbe "back stage" 
scenes, which seemed to have been photo- 
graphed In a real "opera house." 
• They carry conviction, and are far in ad- 
vance of the usual so-called glimpses of "be- 
hind the scenes" taken In Inadequately 
equipped studios and offered to the public 
as the desired peep Into stsgeland. 

An evidence of detail Is highly commenda- 
ble likewise In the use of a "script" from, 
which the leading character studies her 
"part" 

Julia Stuart, in the title role, shows that 
her long and arduous application to her art 
has not gone for naught. She does not over- 
play, and renders a pleasing and simple 
characterization startling In its naturalness. 

It Is awful to conceive what most actresses 
who feel that they must register "camera" 
emotions with two hundred horse power "In- 
tensity," would have done to the part. 

Belle Adair, they say, came from vaude- 
ville. If she did. Belle doesn't need to bo 
the least bit ashamed of bcr adma mater, 
as she possesses the ability to express with 
repression all that Is asked of her In a diffi- 
cult, role. The next time I bear of anyone 
mentioning, in a sneering manner, the fact 
that an artiste has received her schooling In 
tbe varieties. I shall straightaway lead tbe 
critic to this picture and request him to tell 
me what "legitimately" trained actress could 
have played It as welt 

Lindsay J. Hall Is a mild sort of villain 
and performs in a creditable fashion a char- 
acter calling for Intelligent consideration. 
Helen Marten, as "the Ingenue," has littlo 
to do and does It well 

The story cuts back to a period fifteen: 
years before the story opens, and the styles 
of dress effected by the little company are 
thoroughly In accord with the period. 

This Is another good mark to the credit 
of Mr. Director, and a condition usually over- 
looked. Recently the reviewer saw a pic- 
ture, the story of which was laid In I860, 
and the "hero" nonchantly wore a straw bat 
with the huge 11)14 bow prominency dis- 
played on tbe side. Naturally tbe audience 
laughed in the wrong place. Consequently 
the producer and actorf of "The Character 
Woman" should be accorded all praise duo 

It Isn't a big story and has little dramatic

Why is It that the "layman," writing for 
the stage, usually strikes the tried and true 
formula of tbe country girl who seeks the 
footlights, the voracious manager who would 
devour her, and the simple farm boy who 
really loves her, and to whom she usually re- 
turns (in the story)? Is it because one 
Imitates the other? 

It is preposterous to presume that any 
girt. even. If she came from some small In- 
terior city, such as, say Oincinapolls, 
wouldn't be "wise" In five minutes to this 
all too obvious villain, who makes presents 
of hotel suites about as cleverly ns a street 
cleaner might make love to a queen. 

The development of the story is abrupt 
and uneven, due to the scenario perhaps, or 
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possibly the director. It's the old. old story 
of the small town's view of the "city feller," 
and tbe idea still held In l'odunk and other 
literary centres that the devil just bubbles 
out of stage folks, and especially managers, 
who are slyly waiting in the gay metropolis 
to trap simple little country maidens, who 
would trip Into tbe merry-merry, still retain 
their good name and possess an automobile 
on eighteen per. 

The photography Is excellent the work of 
E. H. Calvert, as the "rube :" Beverly Bayne, 
as the heroine, and Itry.int Washburn, as the 
villain, so far In advance of the common- 
place story that It Is Idle to make compari- 
sons. Helen Dunbar appears for a few 
scenes as a modiste, and render., a satisfac- 
tory performance. 

"Two Men Who Waited" (Essanayl "The 
Character Woman" (Eclair) and "Ihe Paint- 
ed World" (Vltagrapb) contain almost Identi- 
cally the same Idea. 

Perhaps great minds run In the same chan- 
nels. Perhaps 1 As a series of highly In- 
teresting views of city and country "Two 
Men Who Waited" Is Interesting, as a dra- 
matic piece It la Impossible.

EPOCH-MAKING IN

ing," containing a comprehentlve and exhaustive 
display of achievement and Ingenuity In all lines 
of manufacture; "Kausas Counties Building." 
whem the exhibit of twenty-live Ksnsss counties 
will show the resources snd products of the pro- 
line State of Kansas; "Industrial and Foreign 
Building," containing commercial and agricultural 
exhibits of other States and foreign countries; 
"Agricultural Building," for Individual display 
of agricultural machinery and accessories; ''Im- 
plement snd Vehicle Show Building," s scene of 
all kinds of machinery In motion, with sixteen 
seres adjoining tor the exploitation and practical 
demonstration of machinery and vehicles; "Dally 
and Live Stock Bolldlng,'' showing displays of 
modern sod up-to-date dairying and appliances, 
together with an exhibition of notable dairy and 
beef herds from the Ksnsas Agricultural College 
sod other localities; "Railway Terminals Land 
Show Building," devoted to the displays of the 
lands through which their lines traverse; ".Motor 
Oar snd Accessories Building," a most mode-n. 
up-to-date display of motor driven vehicles and 
accessories. 

The decorstlons of these buildings will be sn 
Innovation In the decorators art. While black and 
crimson, Ihe official colore will predominate, othe* 
hues In pleasing harmony will be entwined through- 
out. Flowers rioting In color and perfume, mingled 
with tbe sombre green of palms and other tropical 
plants will help to present • scene of gorgeous 
splendor and attractiveness, 

At nlghrt, by in entirely new system of flood 
lighting, a toft, restful, yet perfect light will 
pervade tbe grounds. In a tower to be erected 



on the roof of the Government Building, ostensibly 
for a wireless telegraph station, concealed batteries 
will project powerful rays of light that can he seen 
for miles sronnd, making a silent yet forceful 
reminder that Wichita's big event is In full swing.

Mr. Helnie, the superintendent, when In Eu- 
rope laat Summer, bought the plant and one 
was built In Forest Park on bis return to Amer- 
ica. 

The vrticel Is .forty-two feet In diameter, with 
t very highly polished surface. It has s railing 
around the sdgo which Is banked halt way up and 
padded above, to that should the dancers fall on 
the railing they will recelvo no Injury. The 
centre platform Is stationary an which the or- 
chestra Is statlonwl, and as the wheel revolves, 
as many aa thirty couples nuy tango on Its sur- 
face, and enjoy the double sensation of the dance 
and the revolving wheel. 

Every evening tbe Tango Wheel Is the centre 
of attraction of the park. It la located In the 
large casino, and patrons may eat, drink and 
tango under tbe same roof. Dancing Is very 
popular this season at tbe park, and several 
special features are added during tbe week. Mile. 
Glarirs Lamb, champion roller skater and novelty 
(lancer, gives an exhibition each evening, which 
Is an act entirely in a class by Itself. It la the 
only fancy skating and dancing act ever worked 
on a revolving wheel. This exhibition has at- 
tracted, many people, brine « unique sot entirely 
new, and an attractive exhibition of Mile. Glsdy's 
Lamb'e skill.

«t Races," snowing French soldiers fighting 
Arabp, and "Th e War of Humanity," show- 
ing the capture of Vera Cruz by the Ameri- 
can fleet. A great part of the spectacle, 
which tcllo no story, consist* of a ohoreo- 
raphlc synthesis entitled "The Battle of 
' e Elements." 

At each episode Is unfolded it Is preceded 
by a snort talk by Lawrence Grant, who rep- 
ivscnts "History." He has a splendid 
kpoaklng voMe, which can be dlstinotly 
Eenrd ove.' the vast auditorium. 

Episode I. — "Rome Mistress of the World. ' 
After Lawrence Grant brings the audience 
back to ancient days, the lights gradually 
grow brighter on a beautiful tableau repre- 
senting Rome, Mistress of the World. Tho 
central figure, a chariot drawn by two huge 
borseB elegantly caparisoned, and containing 
a heroic Winged Victory, Is surrounded by 
•couching and dormant figures of Rome's 
youth and beauty, appareled In fleshings. 
The lights increase in intensity until tho 
outlines are Just barely perceptible — then 
sudden darkness. The effect 1b one of mag- 
nitude and splendor. 

Eplsodo II. — "Wars for Religion." His- 
tory ngaln turns her pages and the scene 
disclosed is an abbey in a forest of medieval 
days. Robin Hood and his merry band dis- 
port on the green before the abbey. Friar 
Tuck and Will Scarlet go through their 
usual bom-play to the delight of rest of the 
band. They are frightened away by a Hare 
of trumpets, as from the old church arises 
the voices of the choir In celestial chant, as 
the day grows darker and eventide ap- 
proaches. From the church slowly march 
the gray robed nuns, preceded by the priest 
end acolytes, bearing their lighted candles 
and chanting the "Ora Pro Nobis" of the 
"Ave Maria. As these slowly make their 
exit, leaving the Impression of departure for 
convent cells and darkened walls, the scene 
changes again to one of Joyous daytime as 
the Knights Templars, Knights of Malta, 
with -their retainers, in tact, all thoBe who 
made up the army of the First Crusaders, 
surround their prince and princess and vow 
fealty to tie cause of the Holy Sepulchre 
and death to the infidel. The ladles of 
honor, In their stately robes, gather round 
their charge while the herald announces the 
Joust between Sir Modred and Sir Silvester 
to decide who shall bear the standard to the 
Holy Lands. Sir Modred is unhorsed, and 
the wreath of victory Disced by the princess 
or the lance of Sir Silvester. Tbe sacred 
Mandard Is given to bis care and be ap- 
iToacr-cs the church for the last blessing on 
his efforts. The church doors open, reveal- 
ing the high altar, surmounted by high cross, 
Kveryou; kneels while the ancient priest 
pronounces his benediction. Suddenly the 
(ross becomes a mass of Some, throwing Its 
light over the kneeling multitude, while 
priest leads from the attar, followed by 
everyone Blngtng In finale. Death to the 
Infidel." Again the effect is stupendous, 
having a feeling of reverence and awe for 
those true Knights who went forth so long 
ago to batllo for their cause. Tbe costuming 
W perfect. 

'Episode HI. — "War of Mass Against 
Class." Here we are transported to days of 
the "Commune," when the cltUens of France 
ran up against the aristocracy, and in '-.heir 
tell turned the pleasure loving Paris Into a 
eea of blood. The scene la of a garden In 
Versailles where are gathered numbers of 
France's favored class for their dances on 
the green. The Marquis and Marcbloness 
de Frontenac are announced, and all ladies, 
nobles and dancers, exquisitely attired, 
dance the stately minuet and WaKhac 
Dance. But the Hans Cultotta break In on 
their pleasure, and with Insult and con- 
tumely voice their disapproval of this 
frivolity nnd eaycty. The Marquis attempts 
to overawe them, but blood and station are 
no longer feared in France. 'Hie mob and 
the soldier* fight, rioting breaks out, and 
finally thj fatal cart appears with Marie 



Antoinette, supported by the black-robed 
priest, on her way to Guilotlnc. The nobles 
kiss her hand for tbe last time, while the 
leader of the Republicans approaches the 
cart and shows the complete ascendency 
of mass over class by a scoff and an Insult. 
Tbe scene leaves one with a vlvld imagina- 
tion of those turbulent days and gives a 
perfect portrayal of arrogant authority and 
majestic resignation. The solo dancers are 
Whiteside. Smith and Roblerre. 
Episode IV. — "War of Brother Against 
Brother." Scene, a Southern mansion and 
grounds, headquarters of tbe Confederate 
general. A Northern spy Is captured and 
the Confederate Soldiers and cadets come on 
in solid columns to receive ihelr orders. 
"When You Coma Home Again, Johnny," Is 
the song. They march away to tbe strife, 
and 

Episode V shows "Tbe Tableau After tbe 
Battle, ' with the field strewn with the d?ad. 
History sadly contemplates this misfortune 
In a scene the most Impressive ever put on 
any stage. 

Episode VI. — "The War of Sport," on the 
toad to Henley, sbows an English road side 
fair, and in this scene Marcellne makes his 
re-appearance In bis clowning antics. The 
various side sbows are well patronized. 
Coaching parties, bicycle riders, etc., unite 
In singing "The Road to Henley. The 
Olympic Champion Trio of strong men per- 
form marvelous balancing and lifting feats, 
with heavy dead and live weights. The 
largest of the three supports a see-sav? 
carrying eight persons on his body as he lay 
stretched on two supports. Harceline bur- 
lesques the set. Tbe fair' suddenly breaks 
up and the paraphernalia Is packed for re- 
moval. Tbe next scene sbows the road to 
Henley between two hedges, formed by the 
costumes of the dancers. "Jnst tbe One 
I've Waited For" is a pretty number by 
Adele Archer and James Davis. The Henley 
scene shows the houseboats and racing punts. 

Episode VII.— "The War of Races." An 
Arab camp Is pictured, with eight Oriental 
dancers, the last one doing some of the 
latest approved movements with a finish. 
A troupe of Singhalese dancers disported in 
rather uncolnly steps, but their combat wltb 
short sticks was fine work. The caravan, 
with Its camels, donkeys, etc., departs, and 
the Arabs left on guard are attacked by 
French soldiers, who root them and then 
indulge) In a rifle drill. 

Episode VIII. — The carnival, 'War of 
Pleasure." introduces "Mcpbisto," "Pleas- 
ure" and "Queen Folly" leading the gather- 
ing of the maskers and a'grand march. A 
large screen Is brought on, before which the 
plerrots dance, encircled by the group of 
tdrycllsts. An immense Maypole is un- 
covered, about which tbe dancers revel. 
"Baby Eyes" la the musical number. 

The finish of this act by the entire ballet. 
In white and red, grouped and In constant 
action, over and under immense black and 
white banners, is beyond description. The 
finale Bhows the feet of the entire force 
above the banners. A division of figures 
with big heads and another wltb large faces 
and hats en top of short legs bad a weird 
effect an they pranced about the stage early 
In this scene. 

Act II, Episode I. — "The War for Equal 
Rights)" Is laid in a street of Tamplco. with 
a Texan who considers the TJ. 8. cltUens 
insulted, calling upon the power of Uncle 
Sam to punish the offenders. 'Under a Gay 
Sombrero," Is a pretty number, and a Mexi- 
can tango it bare shown vrtti great color 
effect. 

Episode TI. — "War On the Ocean" sbows 
a dark scene, with tbe American fleet sail- 
ing, then a large cruiser battling with a 
tempest, and the next, the steamer slowly 
turning, taking up its position for the bom- 
bardment. . 

Episode III.— 'War for Equal Rights." 
The square in Tamplco with the inhabitants 
at their dally occupation. Burt Shepherd 
here gives an exhibition of his expert han- 
dling of tbe bull whip, and Frank L. 
Gregory's Troupe of seven hoop rollers put 
tbe trained hoops through their paces, as- 
sisted by thirty girls, who gave It the picture 
effect. Gregory had the entire stage and 
nearly filled it with bis display. At the 
finish tie mounted the basket trunk and 
caught all the hoops hurled at him over bit 
. extended arms and bead. Harceline put on 
a hullfight with a two-man bull and two 
baoket horses, which was a big iaugb. 

Episode IV — "War for Humanity." A 
rqunre In Vera Cruz while the American 
fleet lay in the harbor awaiting the salute. 
The city Is attacked and tbe shells are seen 
to do great damage. The Mexicans reply to 
the fire by cannon and gunB from the stmt 
and housetops, when suddenly tbe Jackles 
rush down the aisles of tbe auditorium and, 
■warming upon the stage, drive the Mexican 
Miners to cover. The soldiers are then seen 
collecting the dead by lantern light. 

Episode V. — "War of tbe Elements." A 
Siamese city, with the regent and his court 
assembled to witness the entertainment pro- 
vided by the Welses, In their single and 
double perch act, which has caused a sensa- 
tion with various rirenses In this country. 
The Carl Eugene Troupe of ten acrobats also 

J'rorlded their act. In which nothing seems 
mpotslble In the line of somersault three 
bigb, doubles, singles and twisters. They 
worked without a miss. A drill with big 
parasols by the girls was well liked.

Tbe 
second act sbows the arrangement of the 
dlvorci, and also gives the wife a chance to 
fascinate and trick the husband's former 
frleud and lawyer Into a marriage with her 

The third act shows the newly married 
couple la no sense of the word a happy 
couple. The first husband, In a desire to see 
hi* child, whom he has not seen In over seven 
yoars, visits his farmer wife and pleads with 
fcer for a chance to speak with bis daughter. 
The wife, In a cold-hearted manner, refuse* 
him and orders hltn from the house. As he 
depart* an old lover of the wife (now a jail- 
bird) xankes his appearance and demands 
money to make a getaway. He Is also re- 
fused rnd makes an attempt to kill her. In 
her crsfly manner she outwits him and 

fains possession of the pistol and forces him 
o leave. 

An old admirer, some ninety years old, 
whom she has also duped' and forced to 
change bis will in her favor, appears on the 
scene and warns her of a dream which bo 
says means) death. 

The husband returning finds the former 
lover nnd Jailbird In the garden waiting for 
him to tell him of tho fnlthlesnes of tho 
wife. He confronts her with the convict, 
end she denies the story, but Is finally forced 
Into a confession by the finding of the re- 
volver In a waste btsket.

The drama is not a stago version of tho 
novel of that name, anil it has no resem- 
blance In plot to the play known as "Tbe 
Rosary." It Is a tale of war nnd love, well 
written nnd constructed, with plenty of 
heroic speeches, and tbero Is also a good 
deal of comedy. 

"The Story of tho Rosary" concerns tho 
Princess Vcnetla Suhran, who Is loved by 
two men, who ore iiIho cousins. They era 
Paul and Philip Romnlnc. Paul Is every- 
thing that Is noble, while Philip Is the per- 
sonification of crtl. They nrc both cnptnlns 
In tho same regiment, nnd ns they arc on the 
eve of war, Paul and Venctla decide to 
marry. As a wedding gift she gives her 
linsfannd a rosary. While he Is nt the front 
she makes her homo In a convent, adjoining 
the church. 

Philip Is Insanely Jealous of his cousin 
and wishes hourly for his death, but fate Is 
always kind to Paul, Durlnir tho war he has 
been made a prisoner by the enemy, and his 
comrades believe that he Is dead. This licllcf 
Is shared by bis wife, who has decided to be- 
come a nun. 

The war la tho meantime had ended and 
the regiment to which the cousins belong is 
having a banquet In honor of the victory. 
The colonel propose* a silent toast to bo 
drunk to tho memory of Paul, and all ex- 
cept Philip drink to It. While I'hlNji and 
Paul's best friend, Karl Larose, are having 
words, Paul returns. He tells a story how 
ho escaped, and Philip calls him a Mar and 
deserter. The men draw swords and Paul 
wins the duel, but refuses to kill bis enemy. 

Accompanied by his friend, Larnse, Paul 
visits the convent and gives his wife's rosary 
to the priest, who In turn gives it to Vene- 
ris, who la Just about to take her final vows. 
She calls for her husband and the curtain 
falls as they are reunited. 

Alfred Panmlcr played the role of Paul 
and gave an excellent performance, although 
his acting was rather marred by artificiality. 
He has a good stage presence and an excel- 
lent speaking voice. 

James Berry wau the villainous Philip and 
wan greeted with hisses — which was a tribute 
to the excellence of his acting. Ho Is ono of 
the best singe "villains" we have ever seen. 

Walter Howard, the author of the play, 
hns.wrlllen for himself a part, that of Kari 
Larose, which Ms teeming with heroic lines 
and deeds, and was. of course, a warm fa- 
vorite. Mr. Howard Is an excellent actor. 

Annie Baker gave to tho role of Vcnetla 
the tenderness and sympathy that It de- 
manded, and scored a distinct success In tho 
role. The part demanded her presence al- 
most constantly on the stage, and never did 
she become tiresome. 

lOmest Leicester made Colonel Hlldebrand 
n real flesh and blood characU»r. and George 
Desmond made his role, a comedy one, stand 
out with much prominence. 

Philip Oordcu, as Wlnkclsteln. scored 
rcavlly. The part was a email one, but Mr. 
Gorden made It one of Importance by bis 
artistic »ceing. 

The rest of the players lent good aid In 
bringing success to the play, wlit&i should 
prove to be a great ftuccefts. The top price 
wilt be one dollar.

MUSIC BOARD OF TRADE! A HUGE 

SUCCESS. 

The paying of singers, vaudeville acts and 
orchestra leaden, which has been eliminated 
by the new Music Board of Trade, seems to 
be working to tuc entire aatlafActlon o( all 
too music publishers. 

At last Tuesday 'b meeting, which was held 
in the private office of Jerome H. Remtck, 
a full board was In attendance. Manr 
thing* were discussed, but the principal ones 
at tie present time were the paying of sing- 
ers and advertising of songs. 

All hut three or four of all the music pub- 
lishers In New York are now members of the 
organization, and lhat they will succeed In 
their determination In wiping out many of 
the evils tbat hare been a detriment to tbe 
music game goes without saying. 

The non-payment of acts has met with 
the hearty approval of even tbe singer him 
self, wbo now begins to realize that he can 
sing my song he or she wishes, and not feel 
obliged to force material on his audience to 
favor lite music publisher. 

It has long been a known fact that many 
of our headline™ In vaudeville try to put 
over songs that arc entirely unsulted to 
their vole?, and In ronscquen 'e do a great 
Injury to their reputation. The salaries of 
arts nlau has suffered, ns the manager to-day 
knows tint acts were being paid fur singing 
songs, and therefore when contracts were 
handed out a customary cut was noticeable. 

The several publishers who have stayed 
out of the order do not seem to be suffering 
from any business troubles at the present 
time : In fact, one of the largest Is having the 
greatest boom since he associated himself 
with music. He Is at present handling three 
hits, and wltb a likelihood of having ns 
niany more before tbe present season closes. 

The discussion about song advertising, 
which had a hearing last Tuesday, did not 
proceed very far, but most likely will be 
taken up at a future meeting. 

Hong advertising is the most essential 
branch nf the music game : in fact, does mosc 
in bringing the new Issues before the per- 
formers, who rarely got a chance to visit a 
publishing office. There are thousands of 
such nets scattered around the States that 
look for new material in this manner.

George Lliiajher. 

George LIpsber was round dead In Ills bed at 
the bouse if Mrs. McShane, 1708 Carondelct 
Street, New Orleatuj, La., Aug. 19. For more 
than thirty years be liaJ liotiriled wllb Mr. end 
Mm. TMtord, of whom Mrs. McShane la a daugn- 
ter. Tno affection Llpsuer here for the Testard 
faintly was phenomenal, and a member of that 
family waa bis goddaughter soil la called Georgians 

George Llpsher waa born In Sheffield. Eng.. 
slity-nlne jears ago, but had been a resident of 
thla country for many years. A daughter, who 
resides In California, survive* him. In many 
way* Mr. LIpsber waa a man of note, yet he was 
a most nnossuailng, unpretentious man. lie was 
charitable to a fault, but waa one of those who 
believed Id not permitting Ma left band know 
what bla right hand has done. He was far from 
being well equipped In Ibis world's goods, yet be 
waa known to giro the laat rent be possessed to 
relieve the poor. , 

There \t«re few better Informed men In New 
Orleans, front time to time he contributed s 
poem to the dally preaa of the city. Be waa the 
author of the play, "Faust," that made I*wls 
Morrison famous and a rich man. However, Up- 
aber did not benefit by the play. The editor of 
Me fioulacm Buck, of New Orleana, has in his 
scrap-book many poetic gems written by Llpaber, 
and that were published in the dally papers. 

Mr. Unsher waa a Freo Mason, and waa an 
ardent admirer of the craft, lie waa a great 
lover of books and read a great deal. When bis 
health commenced to fall, the little bustaeaa be 
bad fell away. The kind frlenda be bad lived 
with so many yeara did all they could to cheer 
him up, but he could not bear to be a bnrden on 
any one and bad made arrangements to be re- 
ceived at the Touro Asylum. However, bla plans 
failed, for the day before be waa to go to the 
av>'un he was found doad In bla bed, a book In 
bis hand and bis pipe by his side. He wss an 
Inveterate amoker, and lie was ever to be eeeu 
on the streets and other places with bla "brule 
grul" In but mouth. 

Marlon Hordnunt. 

Marlon Mordaunt, widens of Frank Mordaunt, 
(who died Oct. IS, 1906), died In Buffalo. N. Y., 
July 22 lait, and waa burled In Woodlawn Oeme- 
tery. New York. July 25. 

Marlon Mordaunt was born In Leesburg, Vs., 
and was married to Frank Mordaunt In 1B62. 
Bbe made her first appearance en the atage at the 
old Pittsburgh Theatre aa Elolse, In "A Life's 
Revenge," and first acted In New York at Wal- 
laces Theatre (Broadway and Thirteenth Street), 
Aug. 2, 1809, as Ohloe, In "Self." Hue was suc- 
cessful tor a time aa a star, appearing at Wood's 
Museum (Broadway and Thirtieth Street), In 
"Darling; or, Woman and Her Master," and 
later played an engagement at the some theatre, 
March zfi, 1STT, In ''Our Girl," for two weefcs, 
and for a third week In "The Mechanic's Daugh- 
ter; or, The Ourse of Drink." She then ap- 
peared at the National Theatre (which later be- 
came the Globe), March 10, 1878, In "The Work- 
men of New York." and for a scooud week In 
•Our Girt." 

She waa divorced from Mr. Mordaunt and then 
married Will Strickland, an advance agent, who 
died Feb. 22, 1903. She wu committed to Man- 
hattan State Hospital for the Insane In 1908, 
where her brother found her, and bad her placed 
In Amltyvllle Asylum, Sept. 4, 1808, and later 
transferred to an asylum In Michigan, from which 
place she escaped early In 1911. 

In January, 1912, she was committed to a ayn- 
chapathle ward In Bellevue Hospital, this city. 

Em 1 1 Fischer. 

Emll Fischer, the famous German baaso, died 
lu Hamburg, Germany, Aug. 11, at the age of 
seventy-ali. He came to this country for the 
first time In 188S, with Mate. Mill Lehmann 
and Anton Beldl, the conductor. 

Although both hla parents were noted singers, 
they stsrted him ont In life as a farmer. In that 
work young Fischer wss successful, but soon be 
tearnea to play the violin and French horn, and 
also sang tenor In village choirs. At the age of 
eighteen his desire for voice culture became pro- 
nounced, and within a year he made his first 
appearance. After Ave yeara more of study he 
obtained an engagement to alng baritone roles In 
Danalg, where he remained nnttl 1870. Later be 
ung in the famous opera bouses of Germany. 

Mr. Flacher'a first appearance here was on 
Nov. 28. 1885. as King Henry In "Lohengrin." 
His fortieth yesr as a alnger was celebrated In 
the Metropolitan Opera House, Feb. B. 1808, and 
after that he retired from the operatic atage. He 
had sung one hundred and one operas, and at 
three thousand four hundred and fifty-five per- 
formances. On March 18, 190T. hla friends gave 
him a benefit performance at the Metropolitan, 
and a fund of more than $7,000 was raised. 

Albert L. Gullle. 

Albert L. Oullle, famoua twenty-five years ago 
as the leading tenor for Adellna Pattl. with ad- 
mirer* In all quarters of the globe, died Aug. 20. 
at the Ouunty Hospital, Los Angeles. Cat., a 
pauper. Oullle starred In the Metropolitan Open 
House In the season of 188, 1891 and 1892. 

About ten years ago he entered vaudeville, and 
for several seasons his fine tenor voice made hum 
a beadlloer In the leading vaudeville theatres In 
thla country. 

He drafted Into Los Angeles from San Diem 
two weeks previous to his death, and was reco.T- 
nlsed by an old acquaintance, Frederick A. Char- 
bonnier, of 1427 West Forty-eighth Street. Gul'le 
wu In precarlotn health and waa taken to the 
Oonnty Hospital. 

He waa a native of Corsica, and attendants of 
the hospital said that grief over hla Inability to 
return and light for Franco hastened hla end. 
The remains were burled In Calvary Cemetery. 
Mr. Gnllle wss sixty years old. a chevalier of 
the Royal Order of Christ, and Is survived by two 
sons living Id France. 

Willis Wood. 

Col. Willis Wood, builder of tbe Willis Wood 
Theatre, In Ksnsas Olty, Mo., died during week 
of Ang, 81 In Kansas City. 

Thirteen years ago Col. Wood, then a wealthy 
resident of St. Joseph, Mo., signed contracts for 
the erection of the Willis Wood Theatre, which 
was destined to become one of the best known of 
the first clsss playhouses In the Middle West. 
Ths Crates nouse, previously Kansss City's lead- 
ing theatre, bad burned a few months before tbst 
time. Amelia Bingham. Wilton Lsckaye and 
Hoorr E. Diver, lu ''A Modern Magdalene," were 
the opening attraction. 

It prospered for a number of years, and then 
fell Into misfortune through local entanglements 
and factional fights. Two years ago It waa 
turned over tn burlesque. Oat, Wood was sixty- 
eight years old at tbe time of bla death. . 

Joe De> Tellnm.— Ed. Clark, of Clark and 
Verdi, notifies us of the death of Joe De Tellnm, 
on Aug. 11. of consumption, at i'asa RflMea, Cal..

BURLESQUE NEWS 



THE GROWTH OF BURLESQUE. 



The cr.iri'Kn having compiled from IN 
flies a history of the traveling burlesque at- 
tractions, dating from the earlle.it days nf 
llils form of entertainment, we ore pleas nI 
to present much interesting data of the de- 
velopment of the burlesque business. 

The present school of burlesque originated 
with Lydla Thompson. 




Lydla Thompson was born In London, I'c.i. 

19. 1841, and at the outset of her stage 
rareer earned a considerable reputation as a 
skillful and accomplished child dancer .n 
fairy spectacle and burlesque. She made her 
debut us a premiere In the ballet at Her 
Majesty's Thootre, London. In 18S2. Use. 

20, 1858. she began her career In that line 
of dramatic business :n which, afterwards, 
she took the lead In I/ondon, in acting Litilo 
r'llvcrlinlr it the Haymarket In the Cb.ist- 
uias spectacle of that name. Her demit In 
America, at the head of her own troup.\ 
occurred Sept. 28. 1868, at Wood's Museum. 
Her company Included Taullne Markhum, 
L:su Weber, Ada Harlond. Harry Beckett, 
and M. Connelly, musical director. The bur- 
lesque was "lxfon." In 1871 abe opened 
her second tour at Wallack's, bringing 
Willie Fxlouln, Hetty Tracy and Kate Egcr- 

' ton; On tour, over our circuits, she repeated 
(he triumphs sue liail won In England. Miss 
Thoinpion made the last of her four Amei- 
lcan ciipearauces. under the direction of 11. 
11. Leavllt. and at tbo head of a burlesque 
organization. In 1888. She made her last 
stage sppearance with Mrs. Pat Campbell, la 
"A Oueen's Horoancc," ut the Imperial The- 
atre, Iwrdon, In 18l)i'-. She then retired, 
and died Nov. 7, 1008, at Westminster Hus- 
sions, England. 

The original American burlesque troupe 
was the Uentz-Suntlcy Co., which was or- 
gunlzed as Madame Itcnts's Lady Minstrels, 
at the old Olympic, New York, by M. B. 
1/vovltt. After several changes had been 
made It developed Into a show very much 
like modern burlesque, for a long number of 
scars tbe company was owned and managed 
by Abo l«nvltt. A No. 2 company also took 
the rood to All Oie deronnd. In 1882 the 
company was tnken to England, returning 
from there In 188S. One of the members 
who took the trip was tho late llarry Morris. 

The Adah Illchmond Burlcsquers started 
In 1871, with Adah Richmond, Qua Williams. 
Htnnnl Bob Hart, Klsle Scott. Ada llosliell. 

The Wallace Sisters Co.. with Geo. For- 
tosciie, presented opera and burlesques. 



Elliott was for many years with this or- 
ganization. Sam T. Jack was manager of 
the company in 1884. 

The Ida Slddons Co. was organlz.-d In 188.", 
opening March 10, at Tom Theill's Theatre, 
L'roadway. Williamsburg. It then closed, re- 
organized and opened at the Mulbeiry Sleet 
Theatre, Newark, N. J . In April. Its first 
m.nlvcrsary was celebrated at Orcnler's Ly- 
ceum. Chicago, In 1884. Tub Clipper wai 
fevored -with the presentation of a satin 
souvenir program of the performance. It 
(len alternated at the London Theatre, New 
Vr.rk: Hyde * Bcbman's, Brooklyn, and otli-.-r 
available theatres, during the eighties, with 
the other burlesque companies, house shewn 
unit traveling variety combinations. The pro- 
pi U tors were George W. Slddons. II II. Hen- 
derson and Billy Arnold. Ida Slddons headed 
tin' organization, playing leads In different 
burlesques. At various times the company 
nlpo Included May Howard. Harry Constan- 
tlre, Harry Lansing, Smith Sisters. Allen 
Sifters. John H. Merrltt and Bertha Waring, 
Ada Henry, Griffin and Marks, Phil and 
Christie Sheridan, Chas. H. Duncan, Con- 
nors and Kelley. Geary Sisters, Emma Al- 
fredo, Eva Lester. Etta Corhett Prof . E. A. 
I' leckbofer. Clever Carroll, Jas. Thorpe, Llda 
Gardner Burt Queen. Lizzie Mnlvey, Ned 
West, (icycr and Delhauer, Chas. Queea, 
Llda Morse, Ada Morse and Gertie Keith. 
Various managers backed the enterprise dur- 
ing Its different tours. 

Among the houses which played burlesque 
companies at that time were tbe People's 
Tb.ce.tre, St. Louis : the Howard, Boston ; 
•Smith's Opera House, Grand Rapids: the 
Ailelpht, Iluffalo; tbe Theatre Comique, Wash- 
ington. D. C. ; the Grand Central, Philadel- 
phia : Theatre Comique, Providence ; Stand- 
ard Theatre, St. Louis ; Pence Opera House, 
Minneapolis: Alliambra, St. Louis; Olympic, 
Philadelphia ; Park Theatre, Detroit : Levan- 
llnc'n. Albany; Onern House, Newark; Grand 
Central, Troy: Monumental, Baltimore; The- 
atre Cmnlqite, Minneapolis ; Windsor, Hoston : 
Itucklngham, Louisville ; Academy of Music, 
Plltsburgh, Pa. 

Sam T. Jack's Lily Clay Co., otherwise the 
"Adnmless Men," was also a product of the 
eighties. In 1889 tbe company included

also organized Lillle Hall k Fannie Blood- 
good's Burlesque Co. 

In 1887 additional shows were Emily Sol- 
dene's nnd tbe Night Hawks. 

In 1888 liar r y Morris and Thomas E. 
Mlaco, who bad been manager for Hallen A 
Hart's, Harry Kernell's and Rellly & Wood's 
companies, started i burlesque company, 
headed by May Howard, and opened Sept. 
10, 1883, at Hyde & Bebman's Thcatp-, 
Brooklyn. 



Other lady minstrels were : The Polly 
Daly's Blondes, Little Vic's Minstrels, Ada 
Teaman's Female Minstrels, Harry Arm- 
strong's Lady Minstrels. Sum S. Snndford's 
Blondes and Brunettes, Adn Kennedy's Afri- 
can Blonde Minstrels. W. II. Reynolds' Fe- 
1'iale Minstrels, who mnile n tour of Culia : 
Villa and Miner's Burlesque Troupe, with 
Andy Hughes, Annie Hlndlc, Dclchanty nnd

Burlesquers, with Ous Wllllinns. Alice Klrlrt- 
ln«. Jacques Kruger, and Jolnisuu and

At Dan Shelby's Comique, Buffalo. N. V.. 
Mellndu Naglc's BlisideH played the etttlvr 
kenson of 1871-72. The company at various 
times Included: Dou Howe, Lucy Adams. 
Tom Granger, Lulu Wentwoi th, Irn llolston, 
Ella Wosncr. Carrie Avery, Jennie Hughes, 
Rosa Lee, linker and drain, B. C. Hart. 

In the same year the Victoria lxiftus 
Troupe- of British Blondes Included: Lottie 
Kllintt, James Collins, Cummlngs and Har- 
rington Emma Dc Hols, Virginia Marshall, 
Harry Le Clair, and a big ballet troupe. 
They presented a burlesque entitled "Atu- 
lanta.'^ 

May Flak's English Blondes, Living Art 
Pictures and Grand Specialty Combination. 
during the season of 1870-80, Included: 
Frank nnd Joslc Do Forrest, Chas. II. Dun- 
can, Mamie Bernard, Nellie Howard, Annie 
Hlndlc : Add Weaver, Nellie V'arHer. The 
burlcaqne was "Dutch Justice." • 

In the Spring of 1870 II. C. -Miner pro- 
duced a burlesque on "Pinafore," with Gus 
Williams.

Louis Kobio (as Dlck.Dcadpyc. made up as 
Ben Butler), and Mvron I'allce In the i.ist. 

With the Rentz-Santlcy' company, !n the 
early eighties, were Dutch, Paly, May How- 
ard, Woodson and. Bpiiiietti Annie Boyd, tbe 
Sisters Purvis, Billy Buckley, tho Two Alices, 
llarry Morris, Llasle Daly, Victoria North, 
Irene Wcrrcll and Nellie St. John.

For a number 
of years this company gavo an entertainment 
exclusively by ladles. Tbe red headed girl on 
tbe white horso was one of tbe features 
Introduced by Mr. Jack. 

In 18S2 Lillle Hall headed a company 
which Included Mile. Zlttella, Bobby New- 
comb, Charles Duncan, George and Harry 
Hooker. In 1883 tbe people were Billy Bry- 
ant, Unasle Hart. Jas. and Lydla Sbeeran, 
Katie Hart, Smith and X.eopold, Sam Lang 
and Polly Sharpe, Hazel Blake and Rosa Lee. 

In 1885 there were tbe Ada Richmond Co., 
with Virginia Ross, Eld. Connelly. Duncan, 
Weber and Fields, Ross Sisters, E. H. Talbot, 
P.'.n O'Urlcn, Ed. Rice, Frank Rice and Dick 
Morosco, in "The Sleeping Beauty ;" May 
Hake's Co., Llda Gardner's Co., under the 
management of Billy Arnold ; Rellly & 
Wood's Co., starting as a straight vaudeville 
i ombl nation, to bo changed in later years 
into burlesque; May Adams' Chinese Min- 
strels.

They played "Paris Life," 
with Robert Manchester nnd John Jennings 
as the principal comedians. May Howard 
was the leading woman. Others were: Lizzie 
Mulvey and Belle Clifton, Dave Oaks and

The May Howard Co. presented a first 
part, entitled "Tbe Roman Fete," and the 
burlesque, "A Black Sheep," with Miss How- 
ard at leading woman ; Harry Morris aa prin- 
cipal comtdlan : Haute Howard, Annie Will- 
much Charles T. Adams, Georglc Blake, Jea- 
nie Mlaco, Carrie Fulton Sadie Lane, Mollis 
Henderson, Marie Rogtelle, Vede Mansfield, 
E. H. Barker, G. Donald Melville. Kittle 
Wells O'Brien, and Fisher and Clark. The 
company was one of the leading attractions 
for a number of seasons. After several 
years' suspension, Miss Howard again head- 
ed her own company In 1807. and stayed out 
for several seasons. 

The Rose Hill Co. was organized by George 
W. .Rice and Charles Barton at about tbe 
same time, and came to New York in 1880. 
The show Included : Rice and Barton, Marie 
Itostelle, Vede Mansfield, Sadie Lane, Nellie 
Parks, Clara St. John, Jessie Hall. Caldwell 
Sisters. Mack and Raymond, Pauline Cook, 
Nellie Melville, Carr and Tourjee, Toner and 
Probe], J. H. Barnes and Eddie Cain. 

Other 1888 troupes were Leavltt's English 
Folly Co. and the Water Lilies. 

Mlaco & Morris' The City Club Co., first 
opened in August, 1800, with a company in- 
cluding Fannie Everett. Mamie Deigle, Kittle 
Wells, Jennie Mlaco, Mabel Guyer, Pear! 
Kradlmrn, Annie Livingston, Clara St. Maur, 
Harry Bryant, Wilson and Devenport, Harry 
Soften. Lowery and Evans, and Tommy Roo- 
ney. Robert Fulton was connected with the 
staff. Later Tom Mlaco assumed the sole 
management of this attraction, and it was his 
favorite enterprise until ha died, May 29, 
1900, in New York City. 

In the same season the Fay Foster Co., 
managed by Joseph Oppenhelmer, which bad 
been playing small towns since 1887, opened 
the season at Miner's Eighth Avenue Thea- 
tre. Reagan and Klnvan, Charley Frey aad 
"Pollle" Batcheller were with the company. 
Sam Bernard was a member of this company 
for a season. Later on Johnnie Marion be- 
came a great favorite with this troupe, In a 
burlesque on "Ermlnle," which was then all 
the rage. Another new show was John H. 
.Smith's Henry Burleequers, which presented 
a first class bill, Including Molncyre and 
Heath, Crowley (the female impersonator), 
ICIdora, Wild West, Tom OIBrles and Helen 
Courtland. This company subsequently !n- 



Stanton, Violet Griffin, and a large chorus. 
I.. F. Johns was musical director; F. N. 
Strauss, treasurer; Phil Stresslnger, agent; 
John Nolan, properties. Tbe company played 
to excellent business for several seasons. 

Pat Rellly and Louie Roble turned the 
Rellly A Wood Show into a burlesque com- 
pany, the cast Including: Pat Rellly, Peggy 
Pride. Allen and Began, Goldle St. Clair, 
Hughes, McBride and Walton, Fielding, the 
Juggler, and the Washburn Sisters. "Hades 
and the 400" was the burlesque.

The New StaUdard Theatre, Broadnay at Nine- 
tieth Street, New York, opeaed Monday night, 
Sept. T, tinder John Con's direction, with "Kitty 
MacKsy," direct from the Comedy, after a con- 
tinuous run of nearly nine months, and with 
Molly Mclntyre and the entire original company 
In the cast. 

The Standard is tbe first playhouse 'o be erect- 
ed between Columbus Circle and One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street for tbe presentation of 
Broadway shows. Each attraction will play but 
one week, with matinees Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday, at popular prices. 

The exterior ot the building 1b of brick, with 
ornamental terra cotta cornices and ornamental 
pediment over tbe main entrance. Tbe ticket 
offices and lobby are entered from Broadway, 
while the carriage entrance la from the Ninetieth 
Street side. The entrance, vestibule and lobby 
are of the same style of architecture as tbe audi- 
torium, with welasjota of Escallette marble. The 
upper walls of both the vestibule and lobby are 
Caen atone. The six panels formed by the arches 
of the *lde walls of the lobby contain painting* 
by Aldln Twajarman. These show Venetian 
scenes of the levonteentb century, and are rich 
in coloring and detail.

The auditorium has a restful, refined and digni- 
fied appearance.

Tho 
proscenium architrave, too celling piioels and orna- 
mental Ooorbrada ot the exits are of dull gold, 
with tbe high lights burnished. A mursl painting 
is placed in the sounding board, entitled "The 
Triumph ot Dramatic Art" 

Carpets snd hunglngs are In colors and textures 
to harmonise with tbe general scheme or the 
decorations. The hangings are handsomely em- 
broidered Valances. In tbe arches over the pros- 
cenium boxes, while tbe main drop curtain U of 
velvet with bold embroidered fringe. 

The seating arrangement constats- of 827 chairs 
on the orchestra floor and 4811 choirs in tbe bal- 
cony, fort> -eight seats In orchestra boxes and 
132 seats In tbe balcony boxes and balcony' pros- 
cenium boxes, making 1,493. each seat presenting 
a clear view of (be entire stage. 

Eh trance to the balcony is obtained by means 
of alalre to tbe measaalne. then through tunnels 
to the lower portion of tbe balcony, where con- 
venient access hr gained to the balcony and pros- 
cenium boxes. 

In the n-esxanlne are located the mens' smoking 
room and womens' retiring room. These are deco- 
rated to harmonise with the remainder of tbe in- 
terior. The house will be under the management

PENNSYLVANIA STATE CENSOR LAW 
18 NOW STRICTLY ENFORCED — 
IIREITINGER ASKS CO-OPERATION 
OF PHILADELPHIA EXHIBITORS. 

The first of September saw tbo strict en- 
forcement of the mate Moving Picture Censor 
Law throughout Pennsylvania, which, after a 
light, has been declared legal .by the courts. 

In 1'hlladclphla where Chairman Louis J. 
Itrcltlngcr holds forth as chief censor, ex- 
hibitors were Informed that the showing of 
films without the official stamp of approval, 
the number of the approval Indication that 
the films have been passed by the I'eurisylva- 
nla Hoard and the displaying of certain kinds 
of Utnogniplis. would meet with the Imme- 
diate displeasure of said board. 

This approval stamp must appear on at 
least Ave feet of fllrm when a single reel sub- 
ject Is sbown, and in the caso of a multiple 
reeler it must show on tbc first and lose reel. 
Regarding advertising literature, including 
band-bills, posters, banners, etc., tbc law Is 
drastic. 

The cheaply sensational posters will not 
be tolerated at all. All must conform to a 
three-sheet size nlso. L. C. Hreltlnger has sent 
notices to the I'hllly exhibitors and asked 
their co-operation in the enforcing of the 
sew regulations. 

An exception will be made regarding the 
tagging of commercial subjects with an 
proval numbers. Owing to certain condi- 
tions this class of pictures has been con- 
ceded three months grace, and tbo law will 
r.ot effect them until Dec. 1. 

The censor low, however, embrnces every 
other kind of picture shown after Sept. 1, 
regardless of Its date of release. Failure 
to comply with the provisions of the censors - 
will result in cancellation of the exhibitor's 
license.

There has been a courageous uuuvny In 
thu theatrical world — liret nights all the 
uine, a* Chough this were a normal first 
week In September, but It takei little to 
reveal the underlying nervousness, tor In- 
stance, business at the Coliseum has kept 
-p most remarkably, and last week "house 
lull" boards 'were often needed. Then, on 
buuday, i no London Timet published a scare 
uiauatcn, which set parliament talking, and 
caused quite a lot ox trouble. It was dls- 
v .tuiicd, but there was a terrible drop, and 
um Coliseum manager told your correspond- 
ent that the sallies of comedians who com- 
monly set the audience In a roar were re- 
n ..ud Jo silent depression. 

xou will be interested to hear of Ethel 
1-eveys appearance at VVyndham's Theatre, 
uu I luesday, In serious drama, lor tne nrst 
ituiu. It came about this way. At tne club 
uud night (Hubert lieury Uavies told Gerald 
Liu iiuurler how much he had admired tne 
actress at the .London liipptxiromc, in 
"liullo. Tango," and added tuat he would 
like to write a play for her. Gerald l>u 
Uaurler said he admired her Just as much, 
and added "write the play for me, too." The 
result was "Outcast," which was produced 
at Wyndham'a on Tuesday, aud wnlch Is, 
Intrinsically, a disappointment, hi fact, Mr. 
Davis has not written so disappointing or so 
disagreeable a play. There Is not a character 
in It which commands real sympathy. LHi 
Maurler appears as Geoffrey, a young city 
man with no money, hut with tne anility, 
his friends think, to make a fortune. 

The author, by the way, follows his cus- 
tom of using but half a dozen characters, 
and merely indicates them by their hrst 
names — failed to inspire one person with 
conndence in his great future. That was 
Valentine, the beautiful, but weak and sel- 
hah girl to whom he was engaged. She had 
the chance of marrying a very rich, but 
otherwise repugnant person, and she did it, 
callously Jilting Geoffrey, &he gives no hint, 
throughout the play, of a redeeming quality. 
A man of ordinary common sense would have 
been gratefully rid of the jade. Not so 
Geoffrey. Ills manhood shamefully capitu- 
lated to bis disappointment. He drank, be 
doped. Ho became a pitiable and contemp- 
tible wreck. One night he whimsically took 
a strange woman Into his rooms for a drink. 
Sue was an American girl, who bad reached 
London by way of Monte Carlo. Hue ate 
hungrily, admitting, with a bitter laugh, that 
she was homeless and penniless. She told a 
conventional story of ruin, desertion and 
ensuing degradation. But she declared that 
life was still possible, because she had never 
yet failed to see its comic side. She ques- 
tioned Geoffrey and talked so sensibly to 
him that he was Impressed. And they 
struck up an odd friendship that grew. 
Geoffrey made his fortune all right, and he 
made Miriam his mistress. She got a kind 
of education, and a good style, She wor- 
shipped him, and. In a way, he was deeply at- 
tached to her — though he never regarded mar- 
riage as a possibility, for, technically, he could 
not forget that he was a gentleman, though 
at several points of the play be gave a most 
successful Imitation of a cad. Then Valen- 
tine came on the scene again. She had left 
her disgusting liusband, and wished to be- 
come Geoffreys mistress. There was a des- 
perate duel between the women, which left 
Miriam an easy victor. Geoffrey accepted an 
appointment la a remote country, taking 
Miriam with him — still as his mistress — for 
she bad read a prayer book, and appreciat- 
ing the sacraments, quality of marriage, de- 
clined, with tbonks, to become Geoffrey's 
wife. Miss Levey has a part well fitted to 
her stylo and method, In Miriam, and she 
played It finely.

THE CO-OPERATIVE PRODUCING OO. 

A co-operative theatrical organisation, proba- 
bly the first In nhls country to Include all branches 
of theatricals, was launched last week by the 
formation of the Co-operative Producing Company.

"Blots, not only In New York but through- 
out the country will result it motion picture 
manufacturers and exhibitors do not curb at 
once their production and display of parti- 
san fllms," declared Edgar Lewis, motion 
picture director and veteran stage manager, 
upon his return to New York, this week. 

"In these stirring war times photoplay 
producers have turned their attention to the 
production of military dramas, rightly anti- 
cipating a brisk market for films fcaturiug 
the various pbaacs of the European conflict. 
Photoplay audiences In this country, It must 
be remembered, however, arc composed of 
all sorts of peonies, creeds and nationalities. 

"President Wilson bas appealed to the peo- 

filc of the United States to remain neutral 
u connection with the big European conflict. 
The National Board of Censorship of moving 
pictures, acting In line with the President's 
I'cutrollty proclamation, also urges manu- 
facturers and exhibitors of (11m to luppurt 
the bead of the Government In both the 
letter and the spirit of his appeal. 

"So fur manufacturers and exhibitors have 
paid lillle attention to the Board of Censor- 
ship's appeal, aud I predict that If both do 
not exercise more discretion In their cbelce 
of subjects aud In the billing of their wnr 
Sims, we shnll have riots, and serious ones. 

"Already In San Francisco riots have re- 
sulted following the exhibition of a Franco- 
Prussian film In the foreign colony. The 
chlof of police, fearing a recorrence of 
bloodshed, has ordered that the exhibition of 
motion pictures showing battle srenes on 
either land or sea be stopped Indefinitely. 
There Is a very real dauger that In New 
York's great bast Side we shall soon wituers 
elciPar riots." 

SMUGGLE GABY FILM THROUGH 
WAR LINKS. 

The Famous Players film featuring Gaby 
Deslys, the famous French actress, la now 



in . this country, having been smuggled 
through the French military lines and 
brought to America from Paris, wbere tho 
'picture was token, by cpeclal messengers la 
disguise. The messengers braved many 
dangers, ond walked hundreds of miles to 
escape soldiers with the preclM* film 
wrapped around their bodies. 

When it was announced, en the eve of 
Gaby's departure for Paris some time ago, 
that the International slnr had been engaged 
by Adolph Zukor to make her first appear- 
ance In motion pictures lu a Famous Players 
feature, to be produced In France, no one 
foresaw that the present war would prevent 
the trinsmlsslon of the film from Paris to 
America. 

The motion picture drama which was in- 
tended to immortalize the varied talents of 
Gaby was completed simultaneously with 
the outbreak of the war, when the French 
military authorities, for obvious reasons ef 
defense, laid down the tikase that no «ne 
could take or send photographs of any nature 
out of Paris. In the meantime, however, 
the production was scheduled as a forthcom- 
ing release on the Famous Players program, 
and as the demands of art know no: re- 
ft mint, not evea those dependent upon mlll- 
tnrr exigencies. It became necessary to adopt 
heroic methods to effect the transit of the 
film from Paris to the New York studios of 
the Famous Players. 

Two special French messengers were en- 
gaged by the London manager of the Kninous 
Flavors to conduct this delicate and difficult 
mlr'slon. In the guise of volunteers en their 
way to Join their regiment at Calais, they 
made the loug.Journey on foot with the reels 
of film wrapped closely around their bodies. 
Arrived at Calais, .they made their way 
across the Channel to Dover, cbnagtag their 
Identities on this route lo English messengers 
In the employ of the London branch of the 
Famous Players, and thence to London and 
Liverpool, where thev embarked, still en- 
veloped In the film under their clothes, on 
board the Celtio, which arrived la port last 
'Friday.

The other half wns 
to be devoted to tho artists for the payment 
of salaries In full or pro rate, according to 
Ihe amount, any surplus to go to the relief 
fuuda. The artists declare that this plan 
has not, so fnr, worked fairly — that the In- 
stances In which the half receipt haa met 
salary charges In full have been rare, while 
In many cases tho nmoust available has 
only permitted the payment ot half salaries, 
or even less. They claim that the mana- 
gers faro better with their share. They 
suggest that tho doprcsslon of the moment 
is not wholly due to tho war, but also to tho 
weather and other causes with which the 
managers have always to reckon and with 
which the artist Is not concerned. Indeed, 
the managers are said to bo under suspicion 
of using the war as an excuse for asking 
relief. At any rate, the artists claim that 
the receipts should be devoted, as to the 
larger moiety, to the payment of salaries, 
nna as to the lesser moiety to the payment 
of managerial expenses. Tho managers de- 
mur to this view.

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MOTION PICTURE CENSORSHIP.

Censorship la a question that seems des- 
tined to riv»l Tennyson's brook and 50 on 
forever. It to a certainty that toll Im- 
portant question now looms up more Impor- 
tant and more troublesome than ever de- 
soltc the many debates on the subjects in 
exhibitors' lesgues, In the press and In poli- 
tical campaigns. The main question has 
been perverted until many seem to think 
that the Issue Is whether censorship should 
be State or National, raat Is not the real 
issue That Is a aide Issue raised to befog 
the situation. The real Issue Is. "should 
there be any censorship?" The only answer 
Is that there should be censorship. But that 
censorship should not be such as a congress, 
a legislature or a city council -would give. 

That condition, of course. Is one which It 
will be hard to realize The Idea Is too far 
reaching for immediate assimilation. Fur- 
ther the exhibitor in many States Is con- 
fronted by a fact, not a theory. He faces 
tensor boards right in his own home, and the 
more Immediate problem which he must solve 
i' how to make the present censor boards 
na practical as possible. 

as Ions as censorship exists, as long as 
the Innate decency of the American public 
nnd the police force are not felt to be fluffi- 
e'ent guardians of the public morals In the 
motion picture field, though they are recog- 
nized as competent to watch over all other 
fields of activity, there Is bound to be trouble. 

A National Board of Censorship exists. 
Its findings are upheld In New York City and 
State. In addition the findings of Commis- 
sioner Bell, of licenses In New York City, 
and of local boards in other cities and towns 
are upheld. Massachusetts abides by tbe 
decision of the National Board plus tbe de- 
cision of police sergeants, club women, 
mayors or busybodles as tbe case may be. 
Chicago brings active memories of Lieuten- 
ant Puokhouser. The censor question in 
Pennsylvania Is Involved, and the situation 
in Ohio with its State Board is regarded by 
Obloans, whose oren are gored first, as al- 
together an irksome yoke. 

Think what a muddle tbe poor exhibitor is 
In. In Ohio the exchange men have gotten 
together to find out why they can not get 
their films passed upon. Ohio finally got a 
board together, after a State law was passed 
which procedure naturally set the Issue to 
be decided in the political arena. Then the 
censors didn't pud together. Resignations 
came. The Mutual Film Corporation slapped 
an Injunction on the censors, and the poor 
exhibitor doesn't know what he can do. 

Boston, tbe fifth city in size in tbe United 
States, during the theatrical season of 1913- 
1014 had fewer than fifty motion picture 
theatres. Those that did run were liable to 
be upset by almost anyone in authority In the 
police, tire or license departments in tbe 
city. No wonder motion picture men in New 
England felt that they were Indeed bucking 
agnlust adverse < ircuniutances. 

New York City's status as regards censor- 
ing was simple enough until suggestions 
came In to bare a mayor's committee, to 
have other special committees and to insti- 
gate other forms of circumlocution. In Penn- 



sylvania, according to latest reports, censor- 
ship is to be plsced in the hands >f vsveral 
hundred persons, scattered all over the 
btate, these persons to serve without pay. 
ihluk of turning loose this crowd on pic- 
tures ni'd give them carte blanche to do as 
ucy please and show off to their heart's 
coutent by peremptory orders. 

A drastic step in the carrying out of the 
law for the censoring of moving picture 
film] was taken in Philadelphia last week 
when SuDirlntendent of Police Robinson 
Issued orders to policemen not to ailow any 
movlne picture houses to keep open unless 
they show Alms that have been passed by 
Ui»- Pennsylvania State, Board of Censors. 
This step has been taken as a result of a 
decision banded down on Aug. 6 by Judge 
Martin to the effect that tbe Imposing of 
censorship on moving pictures is constitu- 
tions I. No appeal has yet been taken to the 
State Supreme Court. 

Particularizing on the different ways in 
Which law-made censorship Is odious may bo 
cairled out almost to the point of distrac- 
tion. No one Is apt to gainsay the state- 
XLent that such censorship Is an unnecessary 
haidsbip imposed on Him men. 

And now a word to the censors. A fertile 
Cold is offered the censors In the many "war 
lecture" now flooding the country. The 
censors may do well to remember that there 
ere other things to think of besides the Im- 
moral. Slgmuod Lubin has taken a firm 
and refresblng stand on this subject. Be 
cad camera men In Europe, but decided to 
suppress the films they look. 

No camera man is ever permitted to take 
scenes of actual battles," says Mr. Lubln. 
"They have taken scenes of the field of 
action Immediately after the battles, bat 
they are too horrible to be shown. My Arm 
shell not exhibit any war pictures. 

"There is another reason for my stand in 
the matter. Tbe exhibition of pictures show- 
ing scenes from tbe European War would 
cause feeling In the cosmopolitan audiences 
found In this country. Then there Is nothing 
elevating In the sight of a man getting 
killed. Think what an effect war pictures 
will have on the children who form a large 
part of the spectators at motion picture 
theatres." 

Chicago's "Fnnkbousertsm" is too well 
known to need much comment. The "good" 
lieutenant hasn't cared enough for many 
excellent pictures shown every other place 
In the country to permit tbeir exhibition in 
Chrago. which has caused a good deal of 
ouanclal loss. 

There is the thing in a nut shell as con- 
cerns actual war pictures. Far worse are 
"fake" war pictures. They can be 'made In 
New Jersey or on Staten Island, and are 
icMevements of misrepresentation. As such 
tbey may sway tbe feeling of the members 
of this great republic unjustly and to the 
detriment of the nations In this great war. 
These pictures deserve absolutely no con- 
sideration. 

Any war pictures arc bound to be un- 
healthy and to serve In some degree as 
propaganda. As such they should bo stopped. 
Now get busy, censors.

Tbe new carpenter Shop, which Is In charge 
of Jim Horsley, Is capable of turning out 
any kind of prop that can be made of wood 
or papier macho. 

Tne tinting department, with the old audi 
new room combined, modeled after a famous 
German laboratory, are most capacious, and 
same remarkable tone effects are now being 
obtained. 

The perfonnatlon department has been don- 
bled In size aad rc-cquhined. It will handle 
vast quantities of film of any manufacture 

Harry Horsley Is superintendent of the 
laboratories and positive assembling depart- 
ments the last of which, with the new addi- 
tion, engages the constant services of eirty- 
ono euipioycee. 

The shipping room now occupies new quar- 
ters and Is one of the busiest in the plant. 

Tbe "old" psrt ot the Centaur plant which, 
Indeed, Is less tban a year old. Includes * 
colossal glass-covered studio, equipped with 
the Coops r-Hewltt lighting system so that 
seven directors are able to work at ono time, 
night and day. 

An outdoor studio, paint shop, machine 
•hop. downs of devrlopIiM: and printing 
noma, 'laboratories, a title department 
equipped with a linotype machine and Job 
Dresses, twelve huge drying drums In an air- 
filtered room, fire and burglar-proof film 



storage vaults. Altering and heating plants, 
property room, publicity department, direc- 
tors offices and Mr. Horsley's private office 
arc also found at the plant. 

The entire Centaur plant has a capacity of 
one million and a quarter feet of dim s week, 
and is busy at the present time with the 
seven one-reel comedies that David Horsley 
Is turning out, and about ono hundred and 
fifty thousand feet ot positive and titles for 
cuuidc concerns. 

THEATRE COMPANY BANKRUPT.

All moving picture firms In New York City 
that contemplate showing pictures of the 
Europesn war bnd better give a careful ear 
to orders Issued by Commissioner of Licenses 
George H. Belt' to fifty Inspectors before 
making any further contracts, for the Com- 
missioner has made It very plain thnt any 
pictures showing favoritism wIH not be al- 
lowed to run. 

The moving picture companies must remain 
absolutely neutral, he says, and any pictures 
that give one or the other of the contestants 
a shade Ihe best of the argument are not 
such, he declares. And neither must there be 
any set pictures sucb as stir up race feeling, 
nor demonstrations between tbe pictures. 

Tb* orders to sec that neutrality Is strictly 
maintained came after the Commissioner had 
heard that many moving picture theatres are 
already showing films which could not be 
classed as neutral by any stretch of the Imag- 
ination. 

The Inspectors from the License Depart- 
ment have also received Information that 
many film makers, having sounded public 
sentiment, are now staging mimic battles, 
which will be ready for the nlcolettes and 
the ttenlrea In a few weeks. These pictures 
are iappo;cd to represent actual scenes from 
the battle front in France, Belgium and 
Eastern Prussia. 

"From what I can learn,*' said Commis- 
sioner Bell, "many of these pictures promise 
to he very ore-sided. I cannot say Juit now 
which countries the film makers are giving 
tbe best of the bloodless conflicts. At any 
rate the plctutes, If shown the way they are 
being prepared, will stir up a lot of feeling.'' 
Home of the pictures referred to sro being 
made In this city. Others will come from 
Frame, England end Even Germany,

Slgmund Lubln, head of tho LnMn Film 
Manufacturing Company, In an Interview, 
said that the war in Europe so far n* lip 
could see, had not affectta the attendance 
at moving picture theatres In American to 
any great extent. He declared the picture 
business to be In excellent condition. Be- 
cause of the cessation In the importing «f 
goods from Germany and other European 
countries. Mr. Lubln said his firm had pro- 
cured supplies enough to Inst It a year snd 
four months. He was of the opinion that 
the war would last at least a year or more. 
Ho said that Ihe matter of carbons need not 
worry American film people. 

"Ihe American carbon Is goo.1 enough, but 
doesn't Inst so long ss that made in Uer- 
many." said Mr. Lubln. "However, we can 

get along nicely with American-made car- 
ons." 

Mr. Lubln r.ald that very soon he expected 
to see tbe actual film widened. Larger 
Alms, as be expressed It, will enable camera 
operators to take pictures *hrce times the 
size of those now shown. In other words, 
instead of taking a third of a regiment of 
soldiers, the camera man will bo able to In- 
clude tbo wliole regiment In the picture. 
Thus pictures thrown on the screen will oc- 
cupy about three times tbo space they now 
take up. 

In tne opinion of tbe Philadelphia picture 
magnate the film business Is not only In a 
healthy condition, but It has a great future. 
Tho war, he thinks, will tend to develop tho 
topularity of the American made film, and 
tbe result will be a decrease In the number 
of films imported. He thinks the play In 
firm form has come to stay. 

"The regular play shown In films, will 
rever die If done welt," sold Mr. Lubln In 
conclusion.

It provides 
that every owner of a tbt-atre, a museum or 
a concert lull, In towns of 15,000 popula- 
tion or over, must pay a war tax of * 1 00 a 
year to the Federal Government. Every 
circus must pay a tax of $100 a year; 
every owner of a motion picture show must 
pay Sit) a year, and every owner of any 
other show or exhibition not otherwise spe- 
cifically named must pny a tax of $10 a 
year. 

Of course, this bill ts not aimed at the 
amusement business particularly, but takes 
In ninny other branches of Industry, the 
products of which are ranked as luxuries 
■will come under tho tax.itloii. 

The war tax Is to last only so long as the 
European War losts.

RICE'S REJOIHDER, 

Dxab Ourrxs: It seemed like old times .to read 
dear old Col. Brown's letter ln your Issue of 

When 'it comes to stage historlsns the Colonel 
to pre-eminent. 

First of all 1 want to thank Ool. Brown for 
furnishing me with the lnfonnatiun concerning 
the dote of Nopler Lothian's dcotb. I woo sore 
Mr. Dumont was wrong In stating that at the 
present time be was leader of the orchestra of 
the Boston Theatre. But I could not ascertain 
the date of his demise. . 

I notice a typographical error made Muster 
Macks for Master llarks In relation to R. M. Oar- 
roll. The Information I furnished concerning 
Fred Wilson and R. M. Carroll was glren to me 
personally by these gentlemen. 

The Colonel says he was with Hart A Simmons' 
Minstrels. Of course you were. Colonel. It was 
In February, 1803. I own one of tho projirmiw. 
And a couple of years prior to that you wet with. 
the Cooper Opera Co. 

■Harry Clapnam'i mlnotrel experience dotes from 
Not. 16 1870. when he was with Cal Wagner's 
Minstrels. Six weeks later he acted Id his first 
executive capacity, 

The Oolonei soyi he never heard of Kit Carson. 
To tell the truth, Colonel, 1 dld'nt. either. I 
honestly don't know whether It was the composit- 
or or myself that made the error. The name 
should hove read "Kit Clarke." Mr. Clarke was 
bora ln 1838, and he became innnagrr for 
Learltt'a Glganteon Minstrels In 1881. 

It Is possible for a divergence of opinion In 
using the word "oldest." Pcraonolly, I cnnlcnrt 
that It means the oldest In years. For liwtance. If 
Mr. Keeshlti was born subsequent to Mr. Clarke, 
the latter Is tho oldest minstrel nevnt, thomih tho 
former antedated Mr. Clarke as a minstrel execu- 
tive several years. That's as I look u|>on it. 

However, Ool. Brown and Mr. Dumont, ss well 
as others msy base their claims entirely on 
priority in entering tho profession, which also 
may be right. 

Then there la another phase to it. A man may 
be living and have beea n minstrel agent mure 
than sixty years n«o, hut he worked In that ca- 
pacity but once, ami then but a few weeks. Could 
he not also claim to bo the oldest minstrel agent.? 
It's a nlcu question, 

I don't think Ool. Brown will take offense If 
I correct blm somewhat about Chas. Templcton. 
I saw thi; latter gentleaian at bla homo in Mt. 



Vernon. N. Y., about six years ago, and spent a 
couple of pleasant hours with him. He wss not 
working at bis trade then, I got his life's stgry 
from blm at tbe time. He was bom Jan. 1, 
1830, In England. Ills right name was not Camp- 
bell, but Broughton. Ho adopted the name of 
Campbell before coming to this country In 1850, 
His first engagement was st Bryant's, but It was 
of brief duration; but na the Colonel said, under 
the name of Glendale. In Decomber of the same 
year be was at rlanfortl's. In I'iilladelnbla, as 
Chas. Campbell. Be also played at Uooley'a to 
Brooklyn, under that name in 1804. 

He played two subsequent engagements at 
Bryant's, snd was with the latter company when 
Dan Bryant died, April 10, 187D, appearing ai 
Charles Templet™. 

However, Geo. L. Hall, born 1828, and with 
several first class minstrel companies dating tuck 
more than half a century ago. Is the oldest living 
minstrel vocalist — eliminating Ainsley Scott, like- 
wise O. P. Sweet, of whom 1 have no authentic 
data pertaining to dates of tlic-ir blrilis. 

Once more, Oolonei, I thank you for Informa- 
tion given. 

Now for Mr. Renton — but first of all I roust 
let Curl-US readcra know Jiutt who Mr. Itentou 
is. 

Herbert S. Renton has been an ardent theitn 
goer for about fifty years, during which tierlal 
lie has seen all the Hamlets, anil some nf the 
hams. His fnvorllc auhjirct la Wm. K. Sheridan, 
whom lie declares to have been the greatest nctor 
of them all. Mavlic he was. 1 never aaw blm. 

When .Mr. Renton Is not singing the pnlse 
of Sheridan he is mildly Interested In flying ma- 
chines. That accounts for him going up In ths 
air in your laaue of lite ISth. 

Inasmuch as 1 have written the life's alary 
of more than n thousand minstrels, and na a lira* 
portion of Ihst niunbe,' were living at llio time 
my book was published, I can scarcely he culled 
a necrologist, at least, not according to Webiter.

Ihit I moat remind Mr. Dumont that time la 
passing. Anything that occurred nearly Ave years 
•go can hardly be called "a short time aso," 
still had I known Mr, Renton would be aggrelved, 
I certainly would not have mentioned it. Mr. 
Dumont has a doughty champion In tbe retlcutit- 
ible Kenton. 

In my estimation, Mr. Dnmoat'i letter wis a 
icholarly, able and interesting epistle. Bat It 
was scarcely Immrsse. It Is a pity that Mr.
